HINTS ON WASHING, DRYING AND IRONING EMBROIDERY LINENS. 

WASHING.—Use fairly warm water and make light suds of pure soap, wash quickly, squeeze between the hands 
in water, and if thelinen is badly soiled rub that portion between the 1 hands or with a tooth brush ; but avoid 
hard rubbing. As soon as the linen is'clean, take out and rinse thoroughly in clean water. 

DRYING. — Do not hang up to dry, neither lay down or fold it so that the embroidered portions fold over or touch 
any part of the linen. The best way is to lay the embroidery flat between dry towels or flannel, roll up tight, 
and in this shape it can be wrung, twisted, or pounded, so that the moisture will be quickly absorbed. 
IRONING.—The first requisite is an ironing board or table, well covered and thickly padded, lay the embroidered 
piece face down, spread a clean white piece over the embroidery and iron lightly' the whole surface, allowing 
the steam to escape before pressing too heavily on any one part. 

If the instructions given are followed carefully there will be no cause for complaint, and embroideries will come 
. cut fresh and clean. Remember that it always pays to use only the best embroidery silk, of standard brands, 
such as Carlson Currier’s, Corticelli, or Pearsall's.
